creature much bigger than ourselves, like 


a Gaur (a kind of wild ox) or a buffalo.99 


MAN-EATERS 
If a tiger is hungry, it will try to ambush any 
largish creature it comes across - only 
about one in every ten attacks is 
successful. Once it has made a kill, it will 
eat as much of the carcass as it can and 
then drag it into cover, to finish it off later. It 
needs to kill a large animal about once 
every five days to survive. 

The main reason for tigers attacking 
humans is probably hunger. They do not 
usually hunt humans, but if a tiger comes 
across a human when it has not eaten for 
days, it may well attack and kill. 

Conservationists in the Sundarbans 
mangrove forest in eastern India have come 
up with an ingenious way of preventing 
attacks on humans. Although no people live 
in this swamp, many locals go there to cut 
wood, collect honey and to fish. If they put 
on a plastic mask, painted with huge eyes, 
on the back of their heads, the tigers leave 
them alone. This is because the 
back-to-front masks seem to trick the 
tigers, who normally attack people from 
behind, into thinking that they are looking at 
the front of these people. 


STILL ENDANGERED 
Conservationists think that at the beginning of this 
century there may have been as many as 100,000 
tigers in Asia. Today there are fewer than 6000:

At first the 
mother stays with them all 
the time, feeding them with 
her milk. At about eight 
weeks old, she brings them 
meat. As they get bigger and 
stronger she takes them out 
hunting with her, but they 
have to practise for many 
months before they are 
skilled enough to kill a big 
animal like a deer. They 
usually stay with their mother 
until they are two years old.

The Lesser, or Red panda is a nocturnal 
creature, resting in trees during the day with 
its tail curled round its body for warmth. 
Although this is called a panda, 
it is really a raccoon. 


Himalayan monal pheasants live in 
the forests and meadows of the 
Himalayas. They use their 
powerful, curved bills as tools 
to uncover roots, bulbs and ’ 
insect grubs. In many areas 
these birds are threatened 
with extinction, because 
they are hunted 

for their beautiful hu / 
tail feathers. Op 


The Bhutan glory butterfly lives at 
altitudes of 1500-2700m. When it 
rests, it folds its wings back 
to hide its colourful markings. 
When threatened, it opens its 
wings to confuse the enemy, 
giving it the split second it 
needs to escape. Such 
markings are known as 
‘flash colours’. 


The most frequently seen 
mammals in the Himalayas 
w are Common langur 

‘ monkeys. They live in family 
groups of 10-20 monkeys. 

They swing through the 
trees with a great deal of 
agility and can leap 
distances of up to 9m, using 
their long tail for balance. 


You should be able to see six 
Common langurs sitting in the trees. 


The vulture-like Lammergeier soars over the 
mountain slopes looking for a tasty meal of bones. 
It feeds on the marrow inside the bones, so in 
order to get at it, the Lammergeier flies to a height 
of between 30 and 80m and drops the bone on to 
rocks to break it open. 
It may have to drop 
the bone up to 50 
_ times to smash it.
